Marder and Bernard Kippelen (the CO-INVENTORS). The invention disclosed in column 17, 
Unes 4-8 of U.S. Patent No. 6,610,809, i.e., "In principle, essentially any polymer backbone, 
including, but not limited to, polyurethane, epoxy polymers, polystyrene, polyether, polyester, 
polyamide, polyimide, polysiloxane, and polyacrylate could be used, with the appropriate side 
chains attached, to make the polymer matrices of the invention," was derived fi"om the 
INVENTOR and is thus not the invention **by another'* described in 35 U.S.C. 102(e). 

2. U.S. Patent No. 6,653,421 indicates as inventors the INVENTOR and the CO- 
INVENTORS. The invention disclosed in column 16, lines 31-36 of U.S. Patent No. 6,653,421, 
i.e., "In principle, essentially any polymer backbone, including, but not limited to, polyurethane, 
epoxy polymers, polystyrene, polyetha:, polyester, polyamide, polyimide, polysUoxane, and 
polyacrylate could be used, with the appropriate side chains attached, to make the polymer 
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matrices of the invention;' was derived from the INVENTOR and is thus not an invention "by 
another" described in 35 U.S.C. 102(e).
